The proposal suggested in working paper regarding die above named constitutencies deserve* 
to be modified. The constituencies as prepared are unwieldy in Bhape and are not compact. 
The principal of maintaining integrity, easily accessibility and proper contiguity has also 
been departed from in the proposal and the distance between extreme points is very large. The 
proposal suffers from other deficiencies also as would be revealed from the facts stated below 

1. Ratia Kanungoi circle includes many villages of erstwhile Jakhal Kanungoi circle which 
were part of Tohana tahsil. I think these villages are included in Ratia Kanungoi circle only for 
the purpose of delimitation and not for revenue and administrative purpose as it is declared and 
notified before two months. The following patwar circles if seen in the map are more accessible 
to Tohana and its nearby villages. These villages form part of Tchsil, Tohana since 1930 and 
part of Tohana constituency since 1952, because these villages are part and parcel of Tohana 
Tahsil and are also part of Police Station Tohana, NES Block Tohana,, Market Committee Tohana 
and Marketing Cooperative Society Tohana. For all purposes these villages arc connected,
